The  number  of  males  was  3,724;  of  females,  574;  of  foreigners, 
2,489;  of  nonresidents,  539.     Sixty-five  were  delivered  to  other 
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authorities;  1,461  were  released  as  first  offenders,  within  twelve 
months,  for  drunkenness;  and  2,772  were  held  for  trial. 

The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  a  decrease  of  129,  or  2.91 
per  cent,  from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years.  The 
number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  3.72  per  cent,  of  the  population. 
The  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years  was  3.92  per  cent,  of  the 
average  population  for  that  time. 

The  number  of  males  arrested  during  the  year  is  an  increase 
of  190,  or  5.38  per  cent.,  from  the  number  of  males  arrested  during 
the  preceding  year,  and  an  increase  of  457,  or  11.90  per  cent., 
from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

The  number  of  females  arrested  during  the  year  is  an  increase 
of  43,  or  8.10  per  cent.,  from  the  number  of  females  arrested  during 
the  preceding  year,  and  a  decrease  of  12,  or  2.05  per  cent.,  from 
the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

The  number  of  nonresidents  arrested  during  the  year  is  12.54 
per  cent,  of  the  total  arrests.  The  number  of  nonresidents  arrested 
during  the  ten  preceding  years  was  14.05  per  cent,  of  the  total 
arrests  for  that  time. 

The  number  of  foreigners  arrested  during  the  year  is  57.91  per 
cent,  of  the  total  arrests.  The  number  of  foreigners  arrested 
during  the  ten  preceding  years  was  60.54  per  cent,  of  the  total 
arrests  for  that  time. 

The  amount  of  lost  property  reported  during  the  year  was  $17,- 
771.91.  The  amount  of  lost  property  restored  was  $16,854.94, 
or  94.90  per  cent,  of  the  amount  reported. 

The  amount  of  stolen  property  reported  during  the  year  was 
$24,743.22.  The  amount  of  stolen  property  recovered  was  $19,- 
047.54,  or  76.94  per  cent,  of  the  amount  reported.

Drunkenness. 
There  were  2,337  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  against 
2,021  for  the  preceding  year,  —  an  increase  of  316,  or  15.63  per 
cent.  Three  hundred  and  sixty  were  nonresidents  and  1,977 
were  of  foreign  birth.  The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness 
during  the  year  is  2.03  per  cent,  of  the  population.  The  per- 
centage for  the  ten  preceding  years  was  2.13.  The  number  of 
arrests  for  drunkenness  this  year  is  a  decrease  of  80,  or  3.31  per 
cent.,  from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 


Juveniles. 
The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  (those  under  seventeen  years 
of  age)  was  375,  against  349  the  preceding  year,  —  an  increase 
of  26,  or  7.45  per  cent.  Sixty-four,  or  17.07  per  cent.,  were  of 
foreign  birth;  590,  or  78.67  per  cent.,  of  the  parents  were  of 
foreign  birth.  The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  for  the  year  is 
an  increase  of  26,  or  7.45  per  cent.,  from  the  average  for  the  ten 
preceding  years.

Police  Signal  System. 

Ninety-six  signal  boxes  are  in  use.  There  were  33,441  tele- 
phone messages  and  507,758  on-duty  calls  sent  in  during  the 
year.  Two  automobile  patrol  wagons  are  used  in  the  service. 
The  wagons  made  2,759  runs,  covered  4,523.2  miles,  and  con- 
veyed 2,501  prisoners  to  the  station  houses. 

The  cost  of  improving  and  maintaining  the  police  signal  system 
was  $5,676.40.

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Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be  licensed 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and  towns,  except 
Boston,  which  vote  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first  5  classes,  pro- 
vides that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall  not  exceed  one  for 
each  1,000  of  the  population,  as  ascertained  by  the  last  preceding 
national  or  State  census.  The  number  of  places  licensed  was 
119.  Three  special  club,  40  druggists'  (sixth  class)  licenses  and 
1  seventh-class  license  were  also  issued. 

The  total  amount  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  liquor  licenses 
was  $184,872.97,  $331.97  of  which  was  refunded,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $184,541.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent.,  $46,135.25,  is  paid 
to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  balance,  $138,- 
405.75,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice  cream, 
confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day,  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for  the  year 
for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and  the  amount 
received  was  $847.50,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  the 
fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses  was 
$1,291.50,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.  .

Drunkenness. 

There  were  2,045  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  against 
2,337  for  the  preceding  year,  —  a  decrease  of  292,  or  12.49  per 
cent.  Two  hundred  and  eighty- two,  or  13.78  per  cent.,  were 
nonresidents  and  1,280,  or  62.59  per  cent.,  were  of  foreign  birth. 
The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the  year  is  1.71 
per  cent,  of  the  population.  The  percentage  for  the  ten  preced- 
ing years  was  2.08.  The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  this 
year  is  a  decrease  of  323,  or  13.64  per  cent.,  from  the  average  for 
the  ten  preceding  years. 

Juveniles. 

The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  (those  under  seventeen 
years  of  age)  was  418,  against  375  the  preceding  year,  —  an  in- 
crease of  43,  or  11.47  per  cent.  Seventy-four,  or  17.70  per 
cent.,  were  of  foreign  birth;  724,  or  86.60  per  cent.,  of  the 
parents  were  of  foreign  birth.  The  number  of  juvenile  offend- 
ers for  the  year  is  an  increase  of  69,  or  19.77  per  cent.,  from 
the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years.

Police  Signal  System. 

Ninety-six  signal  boxes  are  in  use.  There  were  42,750  tele- 
phone messages  and  508,136  on-duty  calls  sent  in  during  the 
year.  Two  automobile  patrol  wagons  are  used  in  the  service. 
The  wagons  made  2,681  runs,  covered  4,234.5  miles,  and 
conveyed  2,396  prisoners  to  the  station  houses.

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Recommendation. 

During  the  year  occasion  has  arisen  for  the  services  of  local 
police  officers  in  the  town  of  Hopedale,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  26,  section  20,  of  the  Revised  Laws.  The  statute  in 
question  only  allows  the  officers  their  pay  and  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses,  and  does  not  allow  them  their  necessary  expenses 
for  food  and  lodgings,  pay  in  the  nature  of  pensions  or  pay 
for  loss  of  work  on  account  of  sickness  or  injury  arising  from 
said  service.  However,  the  Hopedale  authorities  paid  what  was 
required  by  the  statute;  paid  very  willingly  their  necessary  ex- 
penses for  food  and  lodgings;  and  agreed  to  pay  any  further 
incidental  expenses,  but  very  fortunately  there  were  none.  It 
is  thought  by  the  Board  that  such  officers  ought  to  be  allowed 
their  necessary  expenses  for  food  and  lodgings,  pensions  and 
pay  for  loss  of  work  on  account  of  sickness  or  injury,  or  both, 
arising  from  service  in  another  city  or  town.  The  officers 
ought  not  to  be  put  to  greater  expense  while  doing  duty  in 
another  city  or  town  than  they  would  be  while  doing  duty  in 
their  own  city,  and  they  ought  not  to  be  placed  in  a  worse 
position  as  to  pensions  and  pay  for  loss  of  work  than  they 
would  be  if  they  were  injured  while  doing  duty  in  the  place  of 
their  regular  employment. 

The  question  has  also  arisen  as  to  whether  the  present  statute 
allows  the  furnishing  of  officers  by,  or  upon  the  requisition  of, 
a  police  commissioner,  board  of  police,  or  like  officials,  and  it 
is  thought  that  the  statute  ought  not  to  be  doubtful  in  this 
respect. 

The  following  act  has  been  drafted  to  include  the  foregoing 
recommendations,  and  its  passage  is  recommended :  — 

An  Act  relative  to  police  officers  doing  police  duty  in  cities  or 

towns  other  than  where  they  are  regularly  employed. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twent}^  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  Revised  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  —  Section  20.  The  mayor,  or  in  cities  or  towns 
where  there  is  a  police  commissioner,  board  of  police,  board  of  police 
commissioners,  or  like  officials,  such  officials,  may,  upon  requisition  of 
the  officials  having  corresponding  duties  in  another  city  or  town,  provide 
police  officers,  who  shall  have  the  authority  of  constables  and  police 
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officers  within  the  limits  of  such  city  or  town,  except  as  to  the  service  of 
civil  process.  Any  city  or  town  which  is  furnished  officers  on  such  requisi- 
tion shall  pay  to  the  city  or  town  furnishing  said  officers  the  salaries  paid 
to  said  officers,  their  necessary  traveling  expenses,  their  necessary  expenses 
for  food  and  lodgings,  and  such  other  amounts  of  money  as  may  be  granted 
and  allowed  to  said  officers  in  the  nature  of  pensions,  pay  for  loss  of  work, 
or  both,  on  account  of  sickness  or  injury,  or  both,  arising  from  said  serv- 
ice. The  pensions  and  pay  for  loss  of  work  herein  referred  to  shall  be 
construed  as  the  pensions  and  pay  for  loss  of  work  that  the  proper  au- 
thorities are,  at  the  time,  authorized  to  grant  and  allow  to  said  polke 
officers  if  they  were  doing  duty  as  police  officers  in  the  city  or  town  of 
their  appointment. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and 
towns,  except  Boston,  which  vote  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first 
5  classes,  provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall  not 
exceed  one  for  each  1,000  of  the  population,  ascertained  by  the 
last  preceding  national  or  State  census.  The  number  of  places 
licensed  was  119.  Three  club,  48  druggists'  (sixth  class) 
licenses  and  1  seventh-class  license  were  also  issued. 

The  total  amount  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  liquor 
licenses  was  $185,704.48,  $1,405.48  of  which  was  refunded, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $184,299.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent., 
$46,074.75,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  balance,  $138,224.25,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for 
the  year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and 
the  amount  received  was  $842.50,  which  is  revenue  for  the 
city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  the 
fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses 
was  $1,185,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  a  decrease  of  31,  or 
1.34  per  cent.,  from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 
The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  3.49  per  cent,  of  the 
population.  The  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years  was  3.77 
per  cent,  of  the  average  for  that  time.

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residents  and  1,302,  or  64.42  per  cent.,  were  of  foreign  birth. 
The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the  year  is  1.65 
per  cent,  of  the  population.  The  percentage  for  the  ten  preced- 
ing years  was  2.04.  The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness 
this  year  is  a  decrease  of  306,  or  13.15  per  cent.,  from  the 
average  for  the  ten  preceding  years.

Police  Signal  System. 

Ninety-six  signal  boxes  are  in  use.  There  were  51,151  tele- 
phone messages  and  520,667  on-duty  calls  sent  in  during  the 
year.  Two  automobile  patrol  wagons  are  used  in  the  service. 
The  wagons  made  2,719  runs,  covered  4,623.3  miles  and  con- 
veyed 2,227  prisoners  to  the  station  houses. 

The  cost  of  improving  and  maintaining  the  police  signal 
system  was  $5,039.21.

Recommendation. 

During  the  year  the  police  have  had  occasion  to  bring  com- 
plaints under  section  3  of  chapter  387  of  the  Acts  of  1910, 
which  is  an  act  relative  to  the  sale  of  cocaine. 

It  appeared  in  evidence  that  the  defendant  in  question 
thought  that  the  person  to  whom  he  sold  the  cocaine  was  an 
habitual  user  of  the  drug,  but  it  was  brought  out  in  the  testi- 
mony that  he  was  not  an  habitual  user  and  that  he  was  only 
acting  the  part  of  one;  consequently,  the  defendant  was  dis- 
charged. 

No  doubt  the  statute  was  intended  to  cover  a  case  of  this 
kind,  as  the  defendant  in  question  believed  and  had  reason  to 
believe   that   the  person  to   whom   he   sold   the   drug   was   an 
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habitual  user  of  it.     The  only  element  lacking  was  the  fact 
that  said  person  was  not  an  habitual  user  of  the  drug. 

In  order  that  the  law  will  cover  such  a  case,  the  Board  of 
Police  recommend  that  the  following  amendment  be  enacted :  — 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Sale  of  Cocaine. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  ''person",  in  the  fifth  line,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words :  —  who  such  physician  or  dentist  has  reason  to 
believe  is  an  habitual  user  of  those  drugs,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  physician  or  dentist  to  prescribe, 
sell  or  give  away  any  cocaine  or  its  salts,  or  any  alpha  or  beta  eucaine  or 
their  salts,  or  synthetic  substitute  for  them,  or  any  preparation  con- 
taining the  same,  or  any  salts  or  compounds  thereof,  to  any  person  who 
such  physician  or  dentist  has  reason  to  believe  is  an  habitual  user  of  those 
drugs. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and 
towns,  except  Boston,  which  vote  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first 
5  classes,  provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall 
not  exceed  one  for  each  1,000  of  the  population,  as  ascertained 
by  the  last  preceding  national  or  State  census.  The  number 
of  places  licensed  was  119.  Four  clubs,  52  druggists'  (sixth 
class)  licenses  and  1  seventh-class  license  were  also  issued. 

The  total  amount  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  liquor 
licenses  was  $188,061.93,  $3,008.93  of  which  was  refunded, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $185,053.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent., 
$46,263.25,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  balance,  $138,789.75,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for 
the  year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and 
the  amount  received  was  $777.50,  which  is  revenue  for  the 
city. 

Under  the   provisions   of  chapter  383   of  the  Acts   of   1910, 
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the  fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for 
the  year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses 
was  $1,172.50,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

Drunkenness. 
There  were  1,989  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  against 
2,021  for  the  preceding  year,  —  a  decrease  of  32,  or  1.58  per 
cent.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  or  13.42  per  cent.,  were 
nonresidents,  and  1,228,  or  61.74  per  cent.,  were  of  foreign 
birth.     The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the  year

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Police  Signal  System. 

Ninety-six  signal  boxes  are  in  use.  There  were  52,157  tele- 
phone messages  and  503,203  on-duty  calls  sent  in  during  the 
year.  Two  automobile  patrol  wagons  are  used  in  the  service. 
The  wagons  made  2,634  runs,  covered  4,247.6  miles  and  con- 
veyed 2,302  prisoners  to  the  station  houses.

Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and 
towns,  except  Boston,  which  vote  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first 
5  classes,  provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall 
not  exceed  one  for  each  1,000  of  the  population,  as  ascertained 
by  the  last  preceding  national  or  State  census.  The  number 
of  places  licensed  was  119.  Four  club  licenses,  44  druggist 
(sixth  class)  licenses  and  1  seventh-class  license  were  also 
issued. 

The  total  amount  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  liquor 
licenses  was  $185,420.34,  $875.34  of  which  was  refunded,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $184,545.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent., 
$46,136.25,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  balance,  $138,408.75,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 
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Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for 
the  year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and 
the  amount  received  was  $1,061.25,  which  is  revenue  for  the 
city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1910  the 
fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses 
was  $1,161.25,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

Drunkenness. 
There  were  2,344  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  against 
1,989  for  the  preceding  year,  —  an  increase  of  355,  or  17.84 
per  cent.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-four,  or  14.25  per  cent., 
were  nonresidents,  and  1,455,  or  62.07  per  cent.,  were  of  for- 
eign birth.     The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the 
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year  is  1.88  per  cent,  of  the  population.  The  percentage  for 
the  ten  preceding  years  was  1.53.  The  number  of  arrests  for 
drunkenness  this  year  is  an  increase  of  551,  or  30.73  per  cent., 
over  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

Juveniles. 
The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  (those  under  seventeen 
years  of  age)  was  445,  against  321  the  preceding  year,  —  an 
increase  of  124,  or  38.63  per  cent.  Eighty-three,  or  18.65  per 
cent.,  were  of  foreign  birth;  678,  or  76.18  per  cent.,  of  the 
parents  were  of  foreign  birth.  The  number  of  juvenile  of- 
fenders for  the  year  is  an  increase  of  82,  or  22.59  per  cent., 
over  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years.

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Police  Signal  System. 

Ninety-nine  signal  boxes  are  in  use.  There  were  58,576 
telephone  messages  and  523,203  on-duty  calls  sent  in  during 
the  year.  Two  automobile  patrol  wagons  are  used  in  the 
service.  The  wagons  made  2,858  runs,  covered  4,878.4  miles 
and  conveyed  2,560  prisoners  to  the  station  houses.

Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and 
towns,  except  Boston,  which  vote  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first 
five  classes,  provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall 
not  exceed  1  for  each  1,000  of  the  population,  as  ascertained 
by  the  last  preceding  national  or  State  census.  The  number  of 
places  licensed  was  124.  Four  club  licenses,  46  druggist  (sixth 
class)  licenses  and  1  seventh-class  license  were  also  issued. 

The  total  amount  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  liquor 
licenses  was  $192,297.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent.,  $48,074.25, 
is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  balance, 
$144,222.75,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
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was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for 
the  year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and 
the  amount  received  was  $1,023.75,  which  is  revenue  for  the 
city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1910  the 
fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses 
was  $1,102.50,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

Drunkenness. 
There  were  1,691  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  against 
2,344  for  the  preceding  year,  —  a  decrease  of  653,  or  27.86  per 
cent.  One  hundred  and  ninety-two,  or  11.35  per  cent.,  were 
nonresidents,  and  1,051,  or  62.15  per  cent.,  were  of  foreign  birth. 
The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the  year  is  1.27 
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per  cent,  of  the  population.  The  percentage  for  the  ten  pre- 
ceding years  was  1.95.  The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness 
this  year  is  a  decrease  of  623,  or  26.92  per  cent.,  from  the  aver- 
age for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

Juveniles. 
The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  (those  under  seventeen 
years  of  age)  was  507,  against  445  the  preceding  year,  —  an 
increase  of  62,  or  13.93  per  cent.  Fifty-four,  or  10.65  per  cent., 
were  of  foreign  birth;  784,  or  77.32  per  cent.,  of  the  parents 
were  of  foreign  birth.  The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  for  the 
year  is  an  increase  of  139,  or  37.77  per  cent.,  over  the  average 
for  the  ten  preceding  years.

Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and 
towns,  except  Boston,  which  vote  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first 
five  classes,  was  in  force  in  this  city  up  to  April  30,  1917,  dur- 
ing which  time  one  license  of  the  first  class  as  an  innholder  was 
revoked  for  violations  of  conditions.  One  seventh-class  license 
was  issued. 

The  total  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for 
liquor  licenses  was  $1.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent.,  25  cents, 
is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  balance, 
75  cents,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.    The  fee  for  the 
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year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and  the 
amount  of  money  received  was  $1,233.75,  which  is  revenue  for 
the  city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1910  the 
fee  for* licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  of  money  received  for  said 
licenses  was  $630,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

Recommendation. 
The  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Police  to  revoke  a  license  as  a  common  victualler  after  the 
licensee  has  been  convicted  of  maintaining  a  liquor  nuisance  on 
his  licensed  premises.  In  order  that  the  law  may  be  clear  on 
the  subject,  the  enactment  of  the  following  amendment  is  re- 
spectfully recommended,  as  it  is  very  necessary  and  desirable  for 
the  welfare  of  the  community  that  such  license  shall  be  revoked 
when  the  licensee  conducts  himself  or  his  licensed  business  in 
an  improper  manner. 
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An  Act  kelative  to  revoking  Licenses  as  Innholders  and  Common 

Victuallers. 
Section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of  the  Revised  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  chapter,"  in  the  fifth  line, 
the  words:  —  or  at  any  time  conducts  himself  or  his  licensed  business  in 
an  improper  manner,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  9.  If,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  licensing  board,  a  licensee  as  an  innholder  or  a  common 
victualler  ceases  to  be  engaged  in  the  business  he  is  licensed  to  pursue,  or 
fails  to  maintain  upon  his  premises  the  implements  and  facilities  required 
by  this  chapter,  or  at  any  time  conducts  himself  or  his  licensed  business 
in  an  improper  manner,  it  shall  immediately  revoke  his  license.

Drunkenness. 

There  were  1,439  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  against 
1,691  for  the  preceding  year,  —  a  decrease  of  252,  or  14.9  per 
cent.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-three,  or  19.67  per  cent.,  were 
nonresidents,  and  833,  or  57.89  per  cent.,  were  of  foreign  birth. 
The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the  year  is  1.21 
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jper  cent,  of  the  population.  The  percentage  for  the  ten  pre- 
ceding years  was  1.85.  The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness 
this  year  is  a  decrease  of  806,  or  35.9  per  cent.,  from  the 
average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

Juveniles. 

The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  (those  under  seventeen 
years  of  age)  was  455,  against  507  for  the  preceding  year,  —  a 
decrease  of  52,  or  10.26  per  cent.  Seventy-seven,  or  16.92  per 
cent.,  were  of  foreign  birth;  685,  or  75.27  per  cent.,  of  the 
parents  were  of  foreign  birth.  The  number  of  juvenile  offenders 
for  the  year  is  an  increase  of  72,  or  18.79  per  cent.,  over  the 
average  for  the  ten  preceding  years.

Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and 
towns,  except  Boston,  which  vote  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first 
five  classes,  provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall 
not  exceed  one  for  each  1,000  of  the  population,  as  ascertained 
by  the  last  preceding  national  or  State  census. 

By  vote  of  the  people  licenses  were  granted  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  this  city,  commencing  May  1,  1918. 
The  number  of  places  licensed  was  93.  Four  club  licenses,  36 
druggists'  (sixth  class)  licenses,  and  1  seventh  class  license  were 
also  granted. 

The  total  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for 
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liquor  licenses  was  $129,838.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent.,  or 
$32,459.50,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  balance,  75  per  cent.,  or  $97,378.50,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for  the 
year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5  and  the 
amount  received  was  $1,085.75,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  the 
fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses 
was  $832.50,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

Police  Signal  System. 

One  hundred  and  six  signal  boxes  are  in  use.  There  were 
58,017  telephone  messages  and  507,893  on-duty  calls  sent  in 
during  the  year.  Two  automobile  patrol  wagons  are  used  in 
the  service.  The  wagons  made  1,503  runs,  covered  3,008.1 
miles  and  conveyed  1,564  prisoners  to  the  station.  The  cost 
of  improving  and  maintaining  the  police  signal  system  was

The  number  of  males  was  2,711;  of  females,  251;  of  for- 
eigners, 1,303;  of  nonresidents,  470.  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  were  delivered  to  other  authorities;  580  were  released  as 
first  offenders,  within  twelve  months,  for  drunkenness;  and 
2,207  were  held  for  trial. 

The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  a  decrease  of  1,306, 
or  30.59  per  cent,  from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 
The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  2.40  per  cent  of  the  pop- 
ulation. The  average  arrests  for  the  ten  preceding  years  was 
3.53  per  cent  of  the  average  population  of  that  time. 

The  number  of  males  arrested  during  the  year  is  a  decrease 
of  418,  or  13.35  per  cent,  from  the  number  of  males  arrested 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  a  decrease  of  1,107,  or  28.99 
per  cent,  from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

The  number  of  females  arrested  during  the,  year  is  a  decrease 
of  69,  or  21.56  per  cent,  from  the  number  of  females  arrested 
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during  the  preceding  year,  and  a  decrease  of  200,  or  44.34  per 
cent,  from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

The  number  of  nonresidents  arrested  during  the  year  is 
15.86  per  cent  of  the  total  arrests.  The  number  of  nonresidents 
arrested  during  the  ten  preceding  years  was  12.05  per  cent  of 
the  total  arrests. 

The  number  of  foreigners  arrested  during  the  year  is  43.99 
per  cent  of  the  total  arrests.  The  number  of  foreigners  arrested 
during  the  ten  preceding  years  was  57.01  per  cent  of  the  total 
arrests  for  that  time. 

The  value  of  lost  property  reported  during  the  year  was 
$13,483.37.  The  value  of  lost  property  restored  was  $10,721.63, 
or  79.51  per  cent  of  the  amount  reported. 

The  value  of  stolen  property  reported  during  the  year  was 
$101,690.39.  The  value  of  stolen  property  recovered  was 
$98,323.88,  or  96.67  per  cent  of  the  amount  reported.

1,439  for  the  preceding  year,  —  a  decrease  of  612,  or  42.52 
per  cent.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-three,  or  26.96  per  cent 
were  nonresidents,  and  408,  or  49.33  per  cent  were  of  foreign 
birth.  The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the  year 
is  .6727  per  cent  of  the  population.     The  percentage  for  the 
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ten  preceding  years  was  1.78.  The  number  of  arrests  for  drunk- 
enness this  year  is  a  decrease  of  1,335,  or  61.85  per  cent,  from 
the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years.

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and 
towns,  except  Boston,  which  voted  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first 
five  classes,  provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall 
not  exceed  1  for  each  1,000  of  the  population,  as  ascertained  by 
the  last  preceding  national  or  State  census. 

By  vote  of  the  people  licenses  were  granted  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  this  city,  commencing  May  1,  1919,  and 
ending  July  1,  1919,  on  which  date  the  war-time  prohibition 
act  became  effective.  The  number  of  places  licensed  was  95. 
Four  club  licenses,  29  druggists'  (sixth  class)  licenses,  and  1 
seventh  class  license  were  also  granted. 

The  total  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for 
said  liquor  licenses  was  ,$23,889.29.     Of  this  amount,  25  per 
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cent,  or  $5,972.32,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  the  balance,  75  per  cent,  or  $17,916.97,  is  revenue 
for  the  city. 

Beginning  July  30,  1919,  licenses  of  the  third  and  fifth  classes 
were  granted  for  the  sale  of  malt  liquors  and  cider  in  this  city. 
The  number  of  places  licensed  was  63.  Three  club  licenses  and 
22  druggists'  (sixth  class)  renewal  licenses  were  also  granted. 

The  total  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for 
said  licenses  was  $18,418.26.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent,  or 
$4,604.56,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  balance,  75  per  cent,  or  $13,813.70,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for  the 
year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and  the 
amount  received  was  $1,332.50,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1910  the 
fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses 
was  $815.01,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

Drunkenness. 
There  were  767  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  against  827 
for  the  preceding  year,  —  a  decrease  of  60,  or  7.25  per  cent. 
One  hundred  and  eleven,  or  14.47  per  cent,  were  nonresidents, 
and  419,  or  54.62  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth.

$3.25,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
balance,  75  per  cent,  or  $9.75,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  423  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for 
the  year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and 
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the  amount  received  was  $1,672.25,  which  is  revenue  for  the 
city.

There 
were  64,354  telephone  messages  and  512,346  on-duty  calls  sent 
in  during  the  year.

The  number  of  males  was  3,897;  of  females, .  352;  of  for- 
eigners, 1,958;  of  nonresidents,  556.  One  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  were  delivered  to  other  authorities;  981  were  released  as 
first  offenders,  within  twelve  months,  for  drunkenness;  and 
3,070  were  held  for  trial. 

The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  an  increase  of  372,  or 
9.59  per  cent  more  than  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding 
years.  The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  3.37  per  cent  of 
the  population.  The  average  arrests  for  the  ten  preceding 
years  was  3.16  per  cent  of  the  average  population  for  that  time. 

The  number  of  males  arrested  during  the  year  is  an  increase 
of  3 ,274,  or  48.57  per  cent  more  than  the  number  of  males 
arrested  during  the  preceding  year,  and  an  increase  of  430,  or 
12.40  per  cent  more  than  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding 
years. 

The  number  of  females  arrested  during  the  year  is  an  in- 
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crease  of  114,  or  47.89  per  cent  more  than  the  number  of  fe- 
males arrested  during  the  preceding  year,  and  a  decrease  of  58, 
or  12.19  per  cent,  from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

The  number  of  nonresidents  arrested  during  the  year  is  13.08 
per  cent  of  the  total  arrests.  The  number  of  nonresidents 
arrested  during  the  ten  preceding  years  was  12.73  per  cent  of 
the  total  arrests  for  that  time. 

The  number  of  foreigners  arrested  during  the  year  is  46.01 
per  cent  of  the  total  arrests.  The  number  of  foreigners  ar- 
rested during  the  ten  preceding  years  was  54.18  per  cent  of  the 
total  arrests  for  that  time. 

The  value  of  lost  property  reported  during  the  year  was

767  for  the  preceding  year,  —  an  increase  of  813,  or  105.99  per 
cent.  Two  hundred  and  eight,  or  13.1G  per  cent,  were  non- 
residents, and  S01,  or  44.30  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth. 
The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the  year  is 
1.25  per  cent  of  the  population.

Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be  li- 
censed for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and  towns, 
except  Boston,  which  voted  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first  five 
classes,  provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall  not 
exceed  1  for  each  1,000  of  the  population,  as  ascertained  by 
the  last  preceding  national  or  State  census. 

By  vote  of  the  people  licenses  were  granted  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  this  city  for  the  year  ending  April  30, 
1922.  The  number  of  places  licensed  was  22,  namely,  drug- 
gists' (third  class)  licenses,  and  one  fifth-class  license  was  also 
granted. 

The  total  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for 
said  liquor  licenses  was  S23.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent,  or 
S5.75,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
balance,  75  per  cent,  or  §17.25,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  423  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  2G,  1909.     The  fee  for 
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the  year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  So,  and 
the  amount  received  was  61,761.25,  which  is  revenue  for  the 
city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  3S3  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  the 
fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  So.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses 
was  §685,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

The  number  of  males  was  4,941;  of  females,  366;  of  for- 
eigners, 2,365;  of  nonresidents,  460.  One  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  were  delivered  to  other  authorities;  1,214  were  released 
as  first  offenders,  within  twelve  months,  for  drunkenness;  and 
3,499  were  held  for  trial. 

The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  an  increase  of  1,211,  or 
32.76  per  cent  more  than  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding 
years.  The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  3.89  per  cent  of 
the  population.  The  average  arrests  for  the  ten  preceding 
years  was  3.14  per  cent  of  the  average  population  for  that 
time. 

The  number  of  males  arrested  during  the  year  is  an  increase 
of  644,  or  16.52  per  cent  more  than  the  number  of  males 
arrested  during  the  preceding  year,  and  an  increase  of  995,  or 
28.39  per  cent  more  than  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding 
years. 

The  number  of  females  arrested  during  the  year  is  an  increase 
of  14,  or  3.97  per  cent  more  than  the  number  of  females  ar- 
rested during  the  preceding  year,  and  a  decrease  of  27,  or  6.87 
per  cent,  from  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

The  number  of  nonresidents  arrested  during  the  year  is  9.37 
per  cent  of  the  total  arrests.  The  number  of  nonresidents 
arrested  during  the  ten  preceding  years  was  12.82  per  cent  of 
the  total  arrests  for  that  time. 

The  number  of  foreigners  arrested  during  the  year  is 
per  cent  of  the  total  arrests.     The  number  of  foreigners  ar- 
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rested  during  the  ten  preceding  years  was  52.82  per  cent  of  the 
total  arrests  for  that  time. 

The  value  of  lost  property  reported  during  the  year  was 
$14,344.88.  The  value  of  lost  property  restored  was  $11,301.30, 
or  78.78  per  cent  of  the  amount  reported. 

The  value  of  stolen  property  reported  during  the  year  was 
$162,544.31.  The  value  of  stolen  property  recovered  was 
$138,079.80,  or  84.8  per  cent  of  the  amount  reported.

Drunkenness. 

There  were  2,269  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  against 

1,580  for  the  preceding  year,  —  an  increase  of  689,  or  43.60 

per    cent.     One   hundred    and    ninety-five,    or   8.59    per   cent, 

were  nonresidents,  and  1,250,  or  55.04  per  cent,  were  of  foreign 
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birth.  The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  during  the  year 
is  1.76  per  cent  of  the  population.  The  percentage  for  the 
ten  preceding  years  was  1.39.  The  number  of  arrests  for 
drunkenness  this  year  is  an  increase  of  161,  or  7.63  per  cent, 
over  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

Juveniles. 
The  number  of  juvenile  offenders  (those  under  seventeen 
years  of  age)  was  478,  against  491  for  the  preceding  year,  —  a 
decrease  of  13,  or  2.71  per  cent.  Twenty-eight,  or  5.85  per 
cent,  were  of  foreign  birth;  762,  or  79.70  per  cent,  of  the 
parents  were  of  foreign  birth.  The  number  of  juvenile  offenders 
is  an  increase  of  45,  or  10.44  per  cent,  over  the  average  for  the 
ten  preceding  years.

Licenses. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  liquors  in  all  cities  and  towns,  except 
Boston,  which  voted  to  grant  licenses  of  the  first  seven  classes, 
provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed  shall  not  exceed 
1  for  each  1,000  of  the  population,  as  ascertained  by  the  last 
preceding  national  or  State  census. 

By  vote  of  the  people  licenses  were  granted  for  the  sale  of 
liquors  in  this  city  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1923.  The 
number  of  places  licensed  was  24,  namely,  druggists'  (third 
class)  licenses;  one  fourth-class,  one  fifth-class  and  one  seventh- 
class  license  were  also  granted. 

The  total  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for 
said  liquor  licenses  was  $274.     Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent, 
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or  $68.50,  is  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  ^ommonwealth,  and 
the  balance,  75  per  cent,  or  $205.50,  is  r<      nue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  423  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relat  e  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  confectionery,  soda  water  and  fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
was  accepted  by  the  city  council  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for 
the  year  for  licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5,  and 
the  amount  received  was  $2,001.25,  which  is  revenue  for  the 
city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  the 
fee  for  licenses  as  innholders  and  common  victuallers  for  the 
year  was  fixed  at  $5.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses 
was  $783.75,  which  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  fee  for  licenses  to  be  a  retail  vender 
of  soft  drinks  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1923,  was  fixed  at 
$1.  The  amount  received  for  said  licenses  was  $398,  which  is 
revenue  for  the  city. 

The  total  amount  collected  for  licenses  issued  was  $3,239.25.

Police  Signal  System  and  Automobile  Patrol  Service. 
One  hundred  and  twelve  signal  boxes  are  now  in  use.  There 
were  79,286  telephone  messages  and  512,996  on-duty  calls  sent 
in  during  the  year.  One  automobile  patrol  wagon  and  one 
emergency  touring  automobile  are  used  in  the  service.  The 
wagon  made  2,272  runs,  covered  4,563  miles,  and  conveyed 
2,544  prisoners  to  the  station.  The  cost  of  improving  and 
maintaining  the  police  signal  system  and  operating  the  auto- 
mobile patrol  was  $6,850.63.  The  expenditures  were  as  fol-
